PERSONALS 


The foregoing schedules cover the various matters we are interested in. 


and they are introduced herein for the purpose of showing your honorabe body 
the burden we took charge of in our installation in office, and what we are com- 
pelled by law to provide for. 


Commenting on the various schedules: 
Schedule "A" shows that the total expenses (office) were $13.25, and 


that we received 1923.29 on onr investments. 
In schedules "A" and "B" 


it will be found that the city will receive frojn the First National Bank the 
sum of $4191.91 as interest on deposits made by the city, and -we cannot 
resist the temptation to say that this is quite a contrast to the method of for- 
mer years in which the city expended from one to seven thousand dollars a 
year by paying interest on its floating debt. 
The item * $4000 additional 


redeemed through the Public Sen-ice Fund in schedule "A" was caused by, 
when the Board of Public Service took wieir office, there was $4000 worth 
of floating paper outstanding against the Street Fund fone of their funds at 
that time) and the council refunded and took up the paper by issuing $4000 
in refunding bonds. The Board of Public Service during this year caused that 
issue of $4000 to be taken up and cancelled, and they turned over $4000 of 
their funds to take tbe place of the beads. 


Schedules "D" and "G" are "prima facie" evidence of our real burden. 


The total of these two schedule? show that $834,494 29 must be raised by the 
Sinking Fund in 10% jears. This would average a rate during that period, 
and at the same <m valuation •we now have. 01 over eight mills a year. Our 
difficulty at present, though, is caused b> the city heretofore in not taking 
care of Us special improvement sicb* during the last five or six years, and we 
must now levy to even up and ha\e funds on baud with which to meet our 
obligations. The present worth of the regular sinking (schedule "B") is 
$22,941.50, the credit balance of the special assessment funds as shown In 
schedule "F" is $8418.84 and adding this amount to our regular sinking 
fund worth shows that our total resources at the end of the year is $31,360.34. 
On January 1, 1905, (the next day after this resource balance is made) there 
is due and payable at the office of the City Treasurer, bonds and interest 
coupons to the extent of $41,500, Thus you will see that at the end of a year 
in which we received the proceeds of a ten mill levy and adding ail tbe other 
revenue we received to it, there is a deficiency of $10.<iOO and more. Now 
by turning to schedule "G" it will be found that the city owes on its special 
Improvements at the end of 1904, the 
sum of 117,831.43, which if we had 


would more than enable us to take care of oar bonds and Interest coupons 
due on January 1st, 1905, wiihout imposing on the City Treasurer's generosity 
by allowing him to take up our obligations with other city funds and taking 
his chances on our being ablu to relieve him. The sinking Fund rate snould 
have remained at lu mills tor two years longer, to enable us to do business 
proper, but we listened tu the taxpayers and cut it to 8 mills for 1905, and in 
doing so we are taking a chance on being able to carry the city's debt through j 
without default, and we wish to say further that K G cannot do it, if your 
honorable body issues any bonds which must be taken care of In part during; 
the next year 


Schedule "I" is the only one of the list that we "point to with pride.": 


No comment on it is necessary unless an explanation is made as to thei 
cause of the decrease. 
We believe it was done by the new code changing 


the method of transacting municipal affairs and the "formulas" for getting: 
around the new svstem have not as yet been devised. 


Schedules "J" and "K" deal with our municipal industries which have 


bonds outstanding and talcing schedule ''K" first, our connection therewith 
is made by law as follows: 


"Section 216, M. C., paragraph 5—All rentals and other revenue 


received by any city from any public building for the construction of 
which bonds are outstanding, or from any other public building of the 
same character, shall be placed to the credit of the Sinking Fund 
and shall be applicable to the payment of the principal and interest of' 
any bonds issued 
by such city for 
the 
construction, of such 


building, including the purchase of lands." 


"Section 112, M. C.,—The trustees of the sinking fund shall col- 


lect all rents due the corporation and invest the same -as other 
funds; they shall have power to investigate all transactions involving 
or affecting the sinking fund in any branch or department of the 
municipal government. 
It is shown in schedule "K" that the collections at the market house 


during the year was $1340.10. There are bonds outstanding for its construc- 
tion, mid it is shown in the foregoing sections of tho statutes, the whole 
amount collected belongs to our account, and notice is herewith served on 
the Board of Public Service that we will proceed to take that amount from 
tbe Market HOUSP account immediately after the next distribution of the gen- 
era! levy. (Feb. 20th, 1905. 


Tho Lima Water Works, schedule "J."—This municipal industry will 


have after January 2nd. 1905, an outstanding bonded indebtedness of $513,- 
OOo.iiO. It has been accumulating since 1880. 
As a city, we have never 


paid a penny on the original cost of its construction, but we have paid over 
$300.000 interest on its bonds. It will be seen that at the end of the yeai- 
(hero is an excess of receipts over expenditures -amounting to $10,718.62. The 
following quotation from the statutes says what may be done with this sur- 
plus: 


"Section 2412, R. S., (disposition of surplus). If tliere be any 


siirplur., after paying the expenses of conducting and managing 
tho water work;-,, the same may be applied to repairs, enlargement 
or extension of tho works, or of tho icservoirs', the payment of the 
interest of the loan made for their construction ov for the creation 
of a sinking fund for the liquidation of the debt." 
For some years paht, the Lima Water Works, has applied $10,000 yearly on 


its interest charge*. During tho last year w<- received but $4000, and was in- 
formed thai tho surplus ui tho end of the year is to be used in making up ther 
deficiency between the --ost of constructing the extension on the FetU)r lands 
and the bond Issue of $175.000. This may bo proper as it will save the inter- 
est on the. additional $10,000 in issuing bonds that would have been required 
but for the hako of a bolter showing of the plant it would have been better 
to have issued tlu- bonds and turned the $10,000 into the sinking funfl. 


Thero is duo in 1906, ami t-ach year thereafter for five years, $10,000 of 


wator works bonds, and we have hoped that tho water works would be able 
to tal\c caro of these, but with the increased expenditures In running the 
extension, the prospects for the plant to take up these bonds are not very 
bright. 


In connection wilh our municipal wator works, thr point is often made, 


that if the fire department, schools, elc, would pay for tho water they used 
our wutor \vorKs would be self supporting. We beg to indulge in a little 
more law: 


Section 181 n-3.—Separate accounts shall bo kept by each depart- 


ment, public Improvement, Institution and public service industry,
